BURNING OF THE PHCENTIX. 
“ One of the finest Steamboats ever built in the 
United States, lately ran upon the inland sea, and 
was destroyed ten days since by fire, in a manner 
truly terrible. The captain of the vessel had fal- 
len sick, and entrusted its management to his son, 
a young man just turned of one and twenty. Mak- 
iwgg for St. John’s with upwards of forty passengers, 
thev encountered the equinoctial gale, which blew 
with violence right ahead The fine vessel, how. 
ever, encountered it bravely, and dashed onwards 
through the storm, until an hour after midnight, 
when she bad gaived the broadest part of the lake 
Some careless mortal, who had becn to seek his 
supper in the pantry, left a candle burning on the 
shelf, which, after some time, Caught another which 
was ranged above 
The passengers were asleep, or at least quiet 
in their births, when a man at the engine perceiy- 
ed, in some dark recess of the vessel, an unusual 
light. Approaching the spot, he heard the crack- 
ling of fire, and found the door of the pantry a 
glowing and tremulous wall of embers. He had 
scarcely time to turn himself, ere he was envelop. 
ed in flames; rushing past them, he attempted to 
burst into the ladies’ apartment by a small door 
which opened into the interior of the vessel ; it 
was locked on the inside, and the noise of the 
storm seemed to drown all his cries and blows.— 
Hurrying upon the deck, he gave the alarm to the 
captain, and flew to the women’s cabin. Ere he 
leaped down the stairs, the flames had burst thro’ 
the wner door, and had already seized upon the 
curtains of the bed next to it. You may conceive 
the scene which followed. 

In the mean time the young captain roused his 
crew and his male passengers, warning the pilot 
to make for the nearest Island. Summoning his 
men around him, and stating to them that all the 
lives on board could not be saved in the boats, he 
usked their consent to save the passengers, and 
take death with him. All acquiesced unanimous 
ly; and hastened to let down the boats. While 
thus engaged, the flames burst through the decks, 
and shrouded the pilot, the mast and the chimney 
in a column of flames. The belmsman, however. 
held to the wheel, until his limbs were scorched 
and his clothes haif consumed upon his back,— 
The unusmat heat round the boiler gave doubie 
impetus to the engine. The vessel dashed madiy 
through the. waters, until she was within a few 
rods of the land. The boats were down, and the 
captain and his men held the shrieking women and 
children in their arms, when the helm gave way, 
and the vessel, turning from the wind, flew back- 
wards, whirling round and round from the shore. 
None could approach to stop the engine; its fury 
however soon spent itself, and left the flaming 
wreck to the mercy of the winds and waves. With 
dreadful struggles, the naked passengers got into 
the boats, and received the women and children 
from the hands of the captain and crew, who, while 
the flames whirled over their heads, refused the 
solicitations to enter their overburthened barks, 
and pushed them off from the fire which had nearly 
caught their sides, It was now discovered that 
one woman anda youth of sixteen had becn for. 
gotten. Hurrying them to the windward of the 
flames, the youth was bound toa plank, and a 
skilful swimmer of the crew leapt with him into 
the lake. The captain, holding the frantic woman 
in his arms, stood upon the edge of the scorching 
and crackling wreck, vent he saw the last of his 
‘companions provided with a spar, and commitied 
to the waves, then throwing from tim with one 
sot sug pore he had secured for the purpose, 
and with the other grasping his char 
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inte the waves.

He seized one while yet on fire, and 
quenching it, continued to float round the wreck, 
deeming that the light might be a signal, should 
the boats be able to return; but these had to row, 
heavily laden, six miles through a mountainous 
sea. It was long before they could make the land, 
and then, leaving their helpless freight naked on 
the shore of a desert island, in the dark and tem- 
pestuous night, they turned to seek the drowning 
heroes. 

The day broke while they were labouring against 
the roaring elements, seeking in vain the extin- 
guished beacon that was to guide their search; at 
length a blackened atom appeared on the top of 
a wave; stretched upon it was a buman figure.— 
It was, I rejoice to say, the young captain—sense- 
less, but the generous soul not quite departed. — 
He is alive and doing well. One other of these 
devoted men was picked up late in the morning, 
after having been eight hours Swimming and float- 
ing on the water. Seven perished.

more by policy than by a conscientious principle 
of justice, and act in conformity to custom s0 as 
to avoid the odium of public scandal, rather than 
from any impulse of justice and truth. This is 
only a kind of mechanical honesty, and differs 
widely ‘rom that which excludes all kind of fraud 
and oppression, however safe and profitable, and 
sanctioned alike by the laws and customs of our 
country. No man can deserve the epithet of 
honest, WHO DEFRAUDS ANOTHER OF A 
JUST DUE RECAUSE HE CAN SHELTER 
HIMSELF UNDER THE PROTECTION OF 
THE LAWS—because he has not been bound 
by all the solemn formalities which these require, 
There are a great many species of fraud, and 
much deception exists in trading transactions, 
against which no buman laws, perhaps, could 
provide an adequate remedy, because it is im- 
practicable to discover the motives that govern 
the actions of mankind—but all these, in the

ROMAN LADY’S TOILET. 


Although the ancient authors a:e generally very 
minute in their account of Roman manners, yet 
they have neither furnished us with an account of 
the interior arrangements of the ladies’ dressing 
rooms, nor such description of the separate part of 
their customary apparel, as to enable us to follow 
them through all the revolutions of fashion, The 
same desire to please which actuates the modern 
belle, no doubt influenced the Roman beauty; for 
time and place make no other difference in a pas- 
sion which has ever been the same, than in the 
manner of its display. 

The Roman ladies’ dressing-table appears to 
have been provided with all its usual appendages, 
except that useful lithe modern instrument—the 
pin. But its inseparate ornament, the mirror, did 
not possess the advantage of being formed of glass, 
but of polished metal 

No other head-dress was worn than the hai 
variously arranged and orhamented, except, in- 
deed, that, at one time, a cap in the form of a mi- 
tre, was in fashion, but it soon fell into. disuse.— 
The most usual way was to plait the ha:r, and roll 
it us x bandeau round the head, on the crown of 
which it was fastened in a knot; and it became 
fashionable to raise these tresses so high, that they 
were heaped upon each other, until they were 
reared into a kind of edifice of many stages, where 

* With curls on curl-, like different stories, rise, 

Her towering locks, a structure to the skies.” 


The fashion of wearing false hair was not un 
known to the Roman ladies, who went so far as to 
improve the mode into a wig, which was at one 
time dressed in imitation of a military casque.— 
The curls were confined with small chams, or 
rings of gold, and bedkins studded with precious 
stones. Fillets of purple or white ribband, orna 
mented with pearls, were also worn on the head, 
and splendid jewels in the ears. There were 
some decorations for the head which were con- 
sidered peculiarly indicative of female decorum ; 
such was a plain broad vibband, with which some 
matrons tressed their hair; others appertained ex- 
clusively to particular families ; but it is probable 
that these distinctions were soon lost, or confound- 
ed in the maze of fashion. 

The Roman ladies were extremely careful of 
their teeth and their eyes. Art had not, indeed, 
then artived at-the perfection of supplying the ab- 
solute deficiency of an eye; but means were not 
wanting to increase their lustre, and to make those 
which were small, or sunk, appear larger and 
more prominent than they really were, This 
was eflected by burning the powder of antimony, 
the vapour of which being allowed to ee 
the eyes, hac the effect of distending the eyelids ; 
or the powder, and sometimes, in eed, ones 
soot, was gently spread with a bodkin underneat 
the lid, and thertint which it imparted was sup- 
posed to give an expression of liquid softness to 
the eye. Penciling the eyebrows was & ep 
practice; nor was there any ignorance of the m 
fect produced by a skilfully disposed patch, or Bes 
any other of the numerous arcana by which ' 
charms of the person are heightened and displayed.

Pindar in dinner parnes at Sir Richard 
Phillips’. He was one of the stroneest 
headed and shrewdest men Lever knew.— 
He had a certain round of stories, but they 
were excellent, and woulddwar repetition, 
He acted as well as spokefand Amitated 
the tones of his’speakers with great felici- 
ty, Many of his stories, were ‘farces, in 
which he represented all the dramatis per- 
sone, ; 

He wrote against the court, but was nei- 
ther a patriot nor politician. His coure 
scandal was derived from Weltjie, the 
Prince’s cook, and his poems were well-re- 
ceived at Carlion Hause. He hated de- 
mocracy, and always favored aristocratic 
opinions and practices. ‘Phe sale of hia 
early pieces was prodigiaus-—10, 20, and 
even 30,000 copies went off in a month or 
two. This rendered him a desirable object 
of bookselling «peculation; and aboot the 
year 1795, Robinson, Golding, and Walk.

SMUGGLING.—The inducement to smuggle 
certain articles in England, Ireland and Scotland is 
sogreat, that every artifice is resorted to, and in- 
genuity ison the stretch to devise means that may 
elude the vigilance of the custom-house officers. 
A brig called the Fortune was seized on the 30th 
of August Jast’ in Burnt Island roadstead, of board 
of which were found 5,153 bis of tobacco, 10 do. 
snuff, upwards of 1000 gallons of gin, 1512 
pounds black tea, and 72 packs of playing cards. 
The place of concealment in the brig was accessi- 
ble only from the stern. A false stern had been 
made, and a false stern post ; and between that and 
the true stern were two places through which the 
contraband goods were conveyed into the lower 
part of the brig. The apparent cargo of the ves- 
sel was wood. So confident was the master that 
his real cargo could not be discovered, that he laid 
off Burnt Island a day and night, without taking 
any measure to land or secure the contraband 
goods. Agreeably to the revenue laws, the mas- 
ter, mate and the crew, are severally to pay 100 
pounds, and be imprisoned until the sum is paid. 


Of the Porto Rico Expedition, the New- 
York Mercantile Advertiser says: “ We 
expect daily to hear interesting accounts 
from it. If it be true that the troops, 
which landed at Porto Rico belenged to 
the expedition, it is not improbable that 
they have, ere this, taken possession of the 
Island. It is said the whole force consists 
of 2,200 men, about nine hundred of 
which went from this city, Phifadelphia 
and Baltimore. 


South America.—By an arrival from Lagnira, 
we lear that the Royal Gen. Morales had evacu- 
ated Maracaybo, and returned to his old quarters 
at Porto Cabello.
